The United ‘States Ambassador 
to Moscow, Mr. George F. Kennan, 
has been the subject of attacks from 
the Soviet Press. Mr. Kennan, 
while in Berlin on September 19, 
1952, told reporters that contacts 
hetween Americans and the Rus- 
sian people in Moscow had been re- 
duced to the zero point. 

The attacks have been so strong 
that experts on Russia feel that the 
Kremlin might force the United 
States to remove Mr. Kennan as en- 
voy. This feeling is based on the 
fact that the Soviet reflects only 


* views approved by the Government 


and several papers have hinted at 
the removal of the ambassador.
